FIRE, which at one time 

threatened serious danger to 
the extensive quay district of Dun- 
dalk, raged for several hours to-night 


yin the coal yards of Messrs. T.. J. 


Connick and Co. 

The fire was first noticed at about 9.45, 
and in a short time the flames could be 
seen from all parts of the town. A large 
crowd of volunteer workers from the quay 
district, including many employés of the 
firm, immediately got to work, aided by a 
iarge force of Guards. The Dundalk Fire 
Brigade anived promptly, but found that 
the pressure of water in the mains was too 
weak to operate the hose. Fortunately, 
the brigade was able to pump wai r from 
the quay. 

In the meantime the fire made rapid 
headway, and the situation became 
exceedingly grave, as the extensive R:O.P. 
petrol depot, which is stated to contain 
a quarter of a million gallons of petrol, 
is immediately adjacent to the yard. 
When showers of sparks fell round the 
tanks of petrol it was thought certain that 
they would catch fire. The large crowd 
of spectators were moved back by the 
police, and houses in the neighbourhood 
were ordered to bé vacated. 


STABLES BURNED 


Eventually, however, the fire was got 
under control, but not before a large 
range of sheds and stables were burned. 
The chief danger confronting the 
workers was the fact that a service petrol 
pump in the yard—which contains about 
300 gallons—stood in the midst of the 
flames, surrounded by other tanks of 
burning oil. After hoses had been played 
on the flames for about two hours, the 
outbreak was completely under control at 
11.15.

Dublin, was re- 
covered from the sea in Intrinsic Bay, 
about two miles from Kilkee. - 
Missing since August 31st, when she, 
with Miss Eily Mahony, Lindsay road, 
Dublin, disappeared from the Koyal 
Marine Hote: Kilkee, the two bodies were 
sighted yesterday floating in the water,

This morning conditions were little 
better, but at 2 p.m. three fishermen 
manned a canoe, and defying the 
mountainous rollers, set out ou an almost 
forlorn hope of bringing in the bodies 
The crowds that had gathered since early 
morning watched from the cliffs while the 
little craft battled with the sea. Now 
lost in the trough of the waves, now riding 
the mountainous crests, the canoe dis 
appeared from the gaze of the watchers 
and reappeared again, until it was felt 
that there was imminent danger of the 
gallant boatmen also losing their lives. 


A PERILOUS JOURNEY 


Every oar length of the two mile 
journey was fraught with deadly peril. 
and the spectators waited in prayer to 
see the outcome, hearing nothing save the 
roar of the angry sea upon the rocks 
bel yw. 

Finally, the canoe battled its way into 
the little bay, and its brave crew had a 
still more difficult task to get the body 
ashore, for there was only one body 
visible. With their pathetic burden 
lashed to the side of the craft, the crew 
set out on the return journey, reaching 
the beach after a titanic struggle with the 
storm-swept Atlantic.

T HE whole of the rages in Dublin 


together could not contain a 
quarter of the cars which’ are used for 


. This statement was made to an 

Irish Times ”’ reporter last night 
by Mr. Charles H. Murphy, Irish 
Secretary of the Automobile Associa- 
tion, who had been asked for his 
views upon the new traffic and park- 
ing by-laws. 


~OPERATING THE RULES 


He thought there would be confusion 
and dismay if the new parking regula- 
tions all were put into operation at the 
same time. People could not be expected 
to know all the regulations. They would 
have to learn them gradually, and that 
was the way the regulations should be 
enforced—in a piecemeal way, getting 
one section right before the next was 
tackled. 

Until proper spaces for parking were 
allocated—spaces accessible for people 
who wanted their cars for business pur- 
poses three or four times a day—the re- 
gulations would be a hardship. He was 
not thinking of the lady who brought her 
ear into town for shopping. In such a 
case the two hours’ limit was not un- 
reasonable. It was different for the man 
who was using his car several times dur- 
ing the day and who wanted to be able 
to park in a place convenient to his office. 


PARKING SPACES 


_Mr. Murphy pointed out that of the 
60,000 cars in the Free State 20,000 were 
allocated to the city and’ county of 
Dublin, and that number was growing. So 
many cars required to have available a 
great deal of parking space, and there 
was going to be hardship and confusion 
when parking suddenly was restricted in 
the manner proposed. 

He instanced the case of Suffolk: street 
and Saint Andrew street, where about 
forty cars were parked every day for two 
or thrée hours at a time. Most of the 
owners used those cars. continuously 
three or four times a day, and, if they 
now had to walk to St. Stephen’s Green 
every time they wanted to use them, their 
cars would become of no value to them. 
Until such time as arrangements were 
made to make it possible for people to 
garago their cars within reasonable dis- 
tance of their places of business the 
authorities should be careful in. dealing 
with the problem. Dublin was not like 
London, where, for the person who 
wanted to use his-car for business pur- 
oses, there were garages with four or 
ve tiers, each capable of holding hun- 
dreds of cars. Dublin had not even ‘back 
lanes where cars might be parked. 


ONE-WAY TRAFFIC 


He repeated that the introduction of 
the parking regulations in a piecemeal 
fashion was the only way. He thought, 
however, that there would be no case for 
leniency in enforcing the regulations once 
they came into force. A law was a law, 
and there was no use enforcing a law 
any way but strictly. 

He considered that in most streets where 
it was proposed to have one-way traffic 
there was no reason why parking should 
not be permitted until such time as garages 
were built, 

Mr. Murphy said he did not think that 
the general public had any qualms about 
the ordinary traffic regulations. He con- 
sidered them to be good regulations. But 
he thought that the Minister would ba 
advised to go carefully on the question of 
parking; for, if all these cars suddenly 
were put off the streets, and there was 
no other place to put them, it would 
absolutely throw the whole of the business 
of the city into a very difficult position. 

Gradual enforcement was the only way.

PARKING HABITS IN DUBLIN 


Mr. Fergus Ryan, Chairman of the 
Technical Committee of the Citizens’ 
Traffic and Safety First Association of 
Ireland, said that the regulations seemed 
to contain little more than a re-statement 
of rules which have been generally recog- 
nised by Free State motorists; but, if 
their only practical effect would be to 
compel cyclists to observe the law, the 
result would be helpful both to motorists 
and pedestrians. e was not yet able to 
form any final opinion as to how the three 
new codes of regulations would affect the 
‘‘ parking ” of cycles on Dublin streets; 
but he was convinced that cyclists’ parking 
habits called for the serious attention of 
the Civic Guard authorities. 

Mr. Ryan admitted that he quite failed 
to understand the clauses of the new 
general regulations which purported to 
distinguish between ‘‘slow”’ and other 
road vehicles. As applied to Dublin, he 
thought that identical rules for cyclist 
and handcart traffic would require con- 
siderable explanation. Other provisions 
under the heading of “ Slow ”’ traffic were 
very difficult to understand, and would, 
he thought, impose considerable strains 
on the Civic Guard authorities, whose 
duty it would be to compel observance ot 
the new regulations. 


AVALANCHE OF BY-LAWS 


In Mr. Ryan’s opinion there would,

with the Irish Motor Racing Club’s meeting 
took place. All the machines to be driven 
in Saturday’s races were inspected to ensure 
that they were in safe condition, the brakes. 
were tested, and the drivers’ qualifications 
were examined, bhac 

Only officials of the club, and members 
of various racing interests were permitted to 
enter the Dépot, but a very large crowd 
watched . the proceedings from outside the 
railings, while the cars in their journey to 
the park and back were closely observed, 
something of the old Grand Prix enthusiasm 
being again evident, ) 

The ten machines to take part in the 
1,500 c.c scratch race naturally came in for 
most attention. These cars are worth from 
£1,000 to £2,500 each, and are the “last 
word’ in racing cars of their size. Never 
before in this country have so many cars 
of such speed been gathered together. 


HIGH SPEEDS. 


All the scratch race entries are capable 
of speeds of 140-150 m.p.h., and on Saturday 
they will be lapping the course at an average 
of 100 m.p.h. They include for E.R.As., 
Britain’s foremost racing cars; four Masera- 
tis, Italian challengers in the 1,500 c.c. class; 

famous Delage, driven by R. J. B. 
Seaman, and one Alta, which is to 
handled by the only Irishman in the scratch 
race, Frank O’Boyle. 

Some of the drivers did not attend in 
person to see their cars through the scrutiny. 
Prince Birabongse, for example, they will reach 
Dublin until to-morrow morning. Nevertheless, 
there were many famous racing ple 
present, including Raymond Mays, RE. 
Tongue, Austin Dobson, Billy Cotton, J. P.
